WASHINGTON — (UP) — 
Former Undersecretary of 
State Sumner Welles was 
found in a field near his Oxon 
Hill, Md., estate early yester- 
day after apparently suffer- 
ing a heart attack and lying 
unconscious in the freezing 
cold all Saturday night. 


Welles was one of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s closest ad- 
visers and had a hand in 
framing much of the nation’s 
wartime foreign policy. He 
was reported “resting easily” 
last night although his con- 
dition still was “serious.” 


The 56-year-old former diplomat 
was found on the bank of a small 
brook in a field near his home. 
His personal physician, who asked 
that his name not be used, said 
there was “nothing to indicate that 
there was any foul play.” 

The physician said Welles’ feet 
and hands, which were badly 
nipped by cold, are much better. 
He said Welles was conscious and 
rational but that he had no idea 
how he came to be in the field.

A Step in Prison Reform 


State Corrections Director Charles A. 
Williams has called for the industrializa- 
tion of Tattnall Prison plus complete 
segregation of the various classes of 
offenders. 

Particularly the Director wants to seg- 
regate incorrigibles, pointing out that 
“invariably it is the incorrigibles who pro- 
mote strikes and riots, advocate disobe- 
dience ... and create chaos and confusion 
among prisoners.” 

He wants a new prison for women in 
Atlanta or Macon and would use the 
present women’s prison at Tattnall for 
housing first offenders. A new escape- 
proof prison, costing $100,000, would be 
constructed for the incorrigibles. 

Sometime ago—on Dec. 3, to be exact— 
The Constitution advocated acceptance of 
a blueprint for making Georgia prisons 
self-supporting that originally was set 
forth by Roy Harris in his Augusta 
Courier. In his reeommendations Mr. Har- 
ris pointed out that Tattnall Prison, with 
addition of one press costing $12,000, 
could make all the highway signs needed 
by the Highway Department. With addi- 
tion of a single Linotype machine costing 
about $5,000 all State printing could be 
done there. Intelligent use of the farm 
lands and operation of a cannery in con- 


nection therewith would go far toward 
feeding all prisoners of the State as well 
as patients at the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital and Battey Hospital at Rome. Most 
of the clothing and all of the shoes used 
in these institutions also could be manu- 
factured at Tattnall by the addition of 
the proper machinery. 

Director Williams’ plan for segregation 
of prisoners doubtless would be a neces- 
sary step in achieving this goal. For it is 
obvious that if Tattnall is to become sellt- 
supporting, the incorrigibles must not be 
in a position to continually stir up trouble 
among other inmates. First offenders, 
who are most likely to take an active in- 
terest in prison industrial operations, 
must not be subject to the influence of 
seasoned criminals. Finally, discipline 
among all prisoners probably would be 
more effective if women prisoners were 
removed from Tattnall. 

We noted that Mr. Williams’ 
mendations touched only lightly on in- 
dustrialization. Probably his request for 
$600,000 to carry out the segregation plan 
would be better received by the General 
Assembly if he took the pains to show that 
this expenditure is a necessary one in the 
larger scheme to make Tattnall an asset 
to the State instead of a liability.

A Successtul Year for Farmers 


Despite excessive rains last Spring at 
the start of the growing season and late 
freezes that cut short the peach produc- 
tion, Georgia farmers are completing 
their third most prosperous year on 
record, 

The Crop Reporting Service saygeGeor- 
gia farmers produced nearly a half billion 
dollars’ worth of crops during the year. 

Peanuts showed an increase in value 
for the ninth consecutive year, bringing 
a total of $84,668,000 to the State. Truck 
crops, reflecting higher food prices rather 
than increased acreage, were worth $11,- 
726,000, a 14 percent increase over 1947 
even though the acreage was 25,000 less. 

Corn yield was greater by a half bushel 
per acre than the previous record. Even 
so, the State’s 15.5 bushels per acre is a 
poor one compared to that of other re- 
gions. Eventually, hybrid corn and better 
care of the land will double or treble 
Georgia’s production.

WASHINGTON—It is always a little baffling to discuss the relationship of Congress and Presi- 


dent. Yet this relationship is crucial in determining what happens in Washington. Here a new cycle | 


in the long story of the White House legislative relationship is beginning. A President has just been 
elected. He is pledged to an ambitious program. Some of his recommendations, like those affecting 
civil rights, trade unions, taxes, farm programs and the like. are going to create a great deal of 


opposition. 

The question comes down, then. to this: 
Should the newly elected Chief Executive have 
a green light in putting his program into effect? 
Is that what the public elected him for? How 
far should Congress go in supporting his program? 

In a parliamentary system, obviously the new 
Administration would have a free hand. Under 
the congressional system, he is not expected to 
have any such power. Congress is the lawmaking 
body and Mr. Truman can propose, but it is up 
to the legislature to dispose. For a while after 
the inaugural there will be a honeymoon. But if 
events follow the typicai pattern, it won’t be long 
before the pledges which Mr. Truman gave will 
be in process of being whittled down by Congress. 


Even when Mr. Truman had a majJjority in 
the Seventy-ninth Congress, it frequently flouted 
him. That was one of the arguments raised by 
Governor Dewey. Nov Mr. Truman has a ma- 
jority in Congress again, at least on paper. 
But American parties are loose federations. 
This is true both for Democrats and Republi- 
cans. The problem of the American Presidents 
in dealing with Congress is not confined to 
either party. 


Suppose a President wants to get an important 
bill passed and it is blocked in the Senate by a 
filibuster. In this case a smal! minority can defy 
and defeat an clection mandate. This is a special 
case but a quite acute one. It may rise again in 
the Truman civil-rights program. 

On the whole, few people like filibusters. If 
Mr. Truman and his legislative leaders are bold 
enough, they can deal with the matter right at 
the start of the Eighty-first Congress. An amend- 
ment can be offered to Senate Rule 22. the Clo- 
ture Rule, to shut off debate by majority vote of 
those present, instead of the two-thirds vote now 
required, 

This would mean a frontal attack. There is 
some reason to believe the Republicans would 
have followed this procedure if they had retained 
control of the Senate. It remains to be seen 
whether the Demograts will. When the presiding 
officer was Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, Re- 
publican, Michigan, he ruled that even the two- 
thirds majority cloture procedure couldn't be ap-

plied to preliminary details but only to the final 
issue, Initial discussions couldn't be halted even 
under Rule 22, he ruled, 

Senator A]lben W. Barkley, Democrat, Ken. 
tucky, took strong exception to this view. And 
Mr. Barkley will be the new presiding officer. 
This strengthens the President's hand against a 
filibuster. 

Then there is the House Rules Committee. 
Many people feel it has usurped authority and 
grown too powerful. It can kill legislation by 
arbitrarily pigeonholing it. It is something like 
The path of Mr. 
Truman's new one pledges lies right 
through the new Rules Committee. 


The Committee could be curbed when the 
Eighty-first Congress meets by adopting new 
procedure; procedure requiring it to report out 
bills that get favorable action from other com- 
mittees within a specified time. This proposal 
has been made many times before. 


The Rules Committee blockade, like the Sen- 
ate filibuster, is a special case. There is a third, 
larger problem. This relates to the lack of. party 
discipline in Congress. If a man is elected to 
Congress on the President's ticket, a voter might 
ask why shouldn't he support the candidate's 
policies within reason? 

It is all very well to say that legislators should 
have discretion. They should. But the voters 
ought to have some guarantee, too. If a party 
platform pledges a certain action and the can- 
didate indorses it, why shouldn’t the voters have 
assurance of reasonable party loyalty on that 
issue in Congress? 

Reconstruction of party government in Con- 
gress could be achieved in several ways: Let 
chairmen of big committees be picked by ma- 
jority floor leaders or other party agencies rather 
than by the “seniority system”; let the party 
caucus be revived and make.its decisions binding 
on big issues when a fwo-thirds majority concurs; 
Impose sanctions on insurgents by demotion in 
committee work, removal from committees, re- 
moval of recalcitrant chairmen, or loss of patron- 
age. Something of that sort seems indicated if 
party platforms are really to have much legisla- 
tive meaning.

The Governor-elect, who had a distinguished 
war record with the Marines and in the gruel- 
ling.Pacific campaign from island to island, has 
likewise proved his mettle on the political battle- 
field. He attracted wide notice with a clean-up 
of rackets as Mayor of Hot Springs, a_ resort 
city, and he and his vigorous young lieutenants 
broke up a poll-tax racket to defeat the machine 
and win his election as Governor. It was the 
old device familiar in Southern politics where 
bosses buy up poll tax receipts bv the thousands 
and vote lists of names en bloc. This vote is 
often the balance of power. 

} 


The victory was along a wide front, for 
the McMath ‘group enlisted young men of 
like mind all! over the State to run for the 
Legislature. As a result, the new Governor 
will have a islature sympathetic with his 
program. Their success shows what a political 
group can accomplish if it has ideas, ideals 
and energy and gets right down to the pre- 
cinct level with an organization to do a job. 


It was heartening to sit around with the 
young men and listen to them talk about their 
aims—new schools, new roads, expansion of pub- 
lic power projects to utilize the power potential 
of the State’s many rivers, the greatest power 
potential of any State in the union. 

An objective in the political field is elimina- 
tion of the pol] tax as a prerequisite to voting. 
Arkansas is one of seven Southern States that 
still has this restriction. It is imbedded in the 
State Constitution. The new Governor will ask 
the Legislature’ to start the protracted process 
of repeal by passage of a resolution to submit the 
issue to the voters. 

While his opponents exploited the racial issue 
in their campaign against him, he refused to 
use it, sayiag flatly that the Negro was not an 
issue in the campaign. That is not an easy posi- 
tion to take in the South. 


The Arkansas adventure offers a hopeful off- 
set to what is going on in other Southern States. 
In Georgia Gov. Herman Talmadge is taking a 
backward step. He is seeking to deprive the Ne- 
groes of suffrage through an educational test de- 
vice which can be Gistorted, as it has been in 
Alabama and other Southern States, to stop 
Negroes from voting. In South Carolina a move 
is under way to upset court decisions upholding 
the right of Negroes to vote in the Democratic 
primary. 


Among other reasons, the new Arkansas 
Governor and his young men came here, 
frankly, to find out what Federal funds are 
available to their State for various purposes, 
such as schools and roads and public health. 
One of them remarked, with a grin, that 
they had discovered the State was entitled 
to three or four millions more than they 
knew. They deployed all over the city in 
their mission. 


There was a little political missionary work 
done while they were here, too, designed both 
for their interest and for that of President Tru- 
man and the Democratic Party nationally. The 
President received the Governor-elect at the 
White House and he also dropped in at a recep- 
tion of the Arkansas Society in honor of Mr. 
McMath and his associates. 

Arkansas gave the President the largest vote 
proportionately of any Southern State. It is 
the President’s desire to encourage progressive 
Democratic forces in the South, and Arkansas 
is a good symbol now with its incoming adminis- 
tration. The President hopes to see the Demo- 
cratic Party in the South become, in time, a real 
progressive party which can root out such influ- 
ences as those represented by the Dixiecrats. He 
owes the Dixiecrats nothing. He defied them, 
and they were shaken loose by his victory. His 
interests lie elsewhere, and so do those of the 
Democratic Party nationally.

The Wheat Crop---A Warning : 


Last Monday, after the close of the markets, the Department of Agriculture released the first 
official figures on Winter wheat plantings this Fall, together with a preliminary estimate of yield 
per acre and total production. Although grain experts have been predicting an acreage equal to that 
of a year ago, and perhaps slightly more, the Government’s actual figures far exceed that 
could be called an average estimate for the grain trade. The Department reports Winter planting of 


61,370,000 acres, which exceeds last year’s total 
by 5 percent and exceeds the Department’s own 
recommended planting by approximately 15 
percent. 

These figures are important because they help 
to focus the attention of all Americans on an issue 
which should not be left to the disposition of the 
farm bloc in Congress, with its insatiable appetite 
for subsidies. Last Summer that wroup exacted 
as a price for supporting the Aiken-Hope long: 
term farm legislation another year's extension

basic crops at 90 percent of parity. With the

of these price props. The figures on wheat plant- 
ing, just made public, are in the nature of a 
sequel to that action, With 90 percent of parity 
virtually guaranteed by the Government, wheat 
producers proceeded to ignore the Department of 
Agriculture and to plant every available acre to 
wheat, not to meet a probable consumer demand, 
but for its guaranteed loan value. 


Government crop loans, it should be under- 
stood, are “nonrecourse” loans. That is, the 


farmer can borrow on his grain in the knowledge 
that if the price declines the Government takes 
the loss, while if the price rises he can repay the 
loan, withdraw his grain and sell it at the current 
market price. 

The outlook would not be particularly serious 
if one had any assurance that the farm bloc, the 
farm organizations or even the Administration 
could be counted upon to wind up the “tapering 
off” of wartime policies next year. But, like those 
labor leaders who profess to see in the recent 
elections a “mandate” to return to the Wagner 
Act of 1935, many farm leaders have begun 
recently to flex their political muscles and to 
suggest that the farmer be supported permanently

It's Time To 
Unmask the Klans 


(Bartow Herald) 


We congratulate the Atlanta Methodist minis- 
ters for their appeal to the General Assembly and 
other Georgia agencies to remove the masks from 
the Ku Klux Kian. Under whatever guise, there 
is no room in the United States for organizations 
who hide,their faces from public view and gain 
their strength through subversive appeals to 
hatred and prejudice. 

The United States and State of Georgia is gov- 
erned by laws set forth in the Constitutions and 
governing statutes of our duly elected lawmakers. 

have been approved by the majorities of 
our people and guarantee certain rights and 
privileges to us as citizens of a democracy. 

These rights do not include those of hiding be- 
hind masks and using coercion against others. 

These laws protect us from physical violence 
at the hands of others, a fundamental right which 
is openly and consciously violated by these 
masked bands. 

It is high time that the Klan was unmasked, as 
well as any other United States or Georgia organ- 
ization which wishes to hide its face to carry on 
its work of hate and violence. 


But there are many others, and the fact that 
none of those which I have named is now a 
member of the CIO is not significant. The United 
Mine Workers of John L. Lewis was the parent 
union of the CIO. The CIO was founded with 
money arbitrarily taken from the miners by their 
executives, including Philip Murray, now the 
President of the CIO, and never repaid. Lewis 
tried to collect the debt from the CIO after 
he had pulled. the Mine Workers out of the CIO 
by personal decree as a political rebuff to Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt in 1940. Lewis said it was a 
loan. Murray said it was a gift and refused to 
pay. The miners had nothing to say. 


I advise all students to heckle their teachers, 
make them shun the old persuasive cliches and 
prove every assumption and contention. Con- 
cede nothing. If a teacher slyly speaks of Dan 
Tobin, the President of the teamsters, as “labor 
leader,” say “Wait a minute! Not ‘labor leader’ 
but ‘union boss’.” If he won’t stand for “union 
boss” settle for “union official.” But don’t let 
him call Dan Tobin a labor leader. Or Lewis 
or Petrillo, of the musicians, or Moreschi, of the 
hodcarriers. 


Don’t let your teacher call the unions “labor.” 
That is an important point. Make him say 
“unions.” Don’t let him speak of the union peo- 
ple as “organized labor.” The proper term would 
be “subjugated labor,” as you can prove to the 
satisfaction of the class if you will study the con- 
stitutions, the methods of unions and the conduct 
of the Labor Relations Board from the beginning. 


Don't let him talk you off the subject. Don't 
be enticed or seduced into a discussion of the sins 
of employers, a favorite ruse of the liars and 
fakers who teach “labor relations” and “social sci- 
ence.” The subject is not relations betweén em- 
ployers and workers. The subject is the relation- 
ship between unions and workers, first. After 
you have fixed the facts of this yellow-dog rela- 
tionship you may safely welcome discussion of 
the relations between the union bosses and the 
corporations. You will be able to show that this 
is stmply the relation between the old Italian 
padrone and the contractor, enormously magnified.

On the Pacific Coast one of the great New Deal- 
ers became a notorious hoarder of “labor.” He 
had thousands of head loafing at little fake jobs 
on full pay, charged to ‘the Government, to keep 
them away from his rivals in a tight labor mar- 
ket. The idea was simply to make it impossible 
for the rivals to make good on their contracts. 
If this impeded the “war effort,” that was okay 
with him. He got his percentage on all this pay 
for mock-work by a lot of listless nonentities. 
The union was very well pleased because he 
was a noisy New Dealer and a great defender of 
“labor’s gains.” He and the union were actu- 
ally partners, using a great mass of faceless men 
to rob the Government. 


You will find that most of the teachers 
know very little and can be drawn into silly 
statements.

of the Department. And perhaps this time some sort of action 
will result. 

The basic problem which the report boldly attacks is that of 
responsibility and authority. As things now stand, there are 
just four men In the State Department with the authority to act 
on American foreign policy in any of its aspects and in any part 
of the world. These are the Secretary, the Undersecretary, the 
Counselor and the Chief Planning Officer. 

At present, all four of these officers, George C. Marshall, Rob- 
ert A. Lovett, Charles E. Bohlen and George Kennan, are men of 
great ability and energy. ‘But they are*badly overburdened. And 
this concentration of authority in so few hands. has led to a sort of 
paralysis in the lower ranks. 

R ] One consequence is that, in order to spread responsi- 

esult bility where no individual can make final decisions, a 
grotesque committee system, fantastically time-consuming, has 
developed. (One way has suggested that the theme song of Foggy 
Bottom, as the State Department is not very affectionately known, 
should be “Set Up Another Committee,” sung to the tune of “Give 
Us Another Old Fashioned.’’) This committee system has inevi- 
tably led to a tendency to shove all but the most absolutely inesca- 
pable decisions under the rug, in the same way that a lazy man puts 
off answering a letter until it is no longer necessary to answer it. 


The Hoover Subcommittee, headed by Harvey Bundy and 
James Grafton Rogers, has attacked this messy situation from 
two different directions. In the first place, they suggest that the 
top be spread. They recommend the appointment of two addi- 
tional deputy undersecretaries, one with responsibility for “high- 
level operational policy”—in other words, to make the important 
day-to-day policy decisions—and one to take all responsibility for 
the dull but necessary routine of administering the department. 

Moreover, the report recommends a new assistant secretary 
to dea! with the general public. But the most striking recommen 
dation calls for our new “regional” assistant secretaries and one 
assistant secretary for “multilateral affairs.”” Within broad limits 
laid down by the Secretary, it would be up to the four regional 
assistant secretaries to make their own decisions !n their own 
areas—Europe,.the Near East and Africa, the Far East and the 
Western Hemisphere. Meanwhile, the assistant secretary for 
multilateral affairs would act as a sort of mediator among them, 
to keep the lines uncrossed. 

Thus in each geographic area there would be one man with real 
authority. Accordingly, the buck-passing committee system, largely 
designed to avoid or delay the making of decisions, should wither 

way. Moreover, the top officers should be given what they so 


desperately need, time to think. 

If these recommendations are put into effect, it 
Outmoded will be one of those events which are much more 
important than they seem to be. The way in which the State 
Department is organized was all very well for a time when the 
United States could shuffle along comfortably enough with little or 
no foreign policy. But now, unfortunately, the United States 
must have a foreign policy, intelligently conceived and decisively 
carried out, if we are to survive. Some such sweeping reorganiza- 
tion as that recommended by Bundy and Rogers 1s essential if the 
State Department is to do its job. 


Yet there is a further problem, aside from internal reorgani- | 
zation of the department, which obviously has worried the auhors | 


of the report, but which they have not successfully attacked. The 
State Department is the agency of the Government charged with 
making foreign policy. Yet there are vast areas of policy in which 
the Department has either lost or abdicated its authority. One 
has only to remember the independence with which Gen. Lucius 
Clay and Gen. Douglas MacArthur operate in Germany and Japan, 
or the way ECA Administrator Paul Hoffman appeared recently 
to revise American policy in China, or the serious charges hurled 
on his own hook by ECA Deputy Howard Bruce at Great Britain, 
thus infuriating our only dependable ally, to recognize this fact. 

As a consequence, American foreign policy has shown a tend- 
ency to go galloping off in several directions at once, which is 
certainly a dangerous tendency in these times. One of the reasons 
has been the weakness of the State Department, and the internal 
strengthening recommended by Bundy and Rogers mav help in time 
to correct the situation. The creation of the National Security 
Council—and the Bundy-Rogers report recommends more such 
bodies—has been a step in the right direction. But if American 
foreign policy is to have the kind of unity and firm over-all direc- 
tion which the times require, much more remain sto be done.

Held Economic Need 


WASHINGTON—(UP)—The President’s Council of Economic Ad 
visers said yesterday small business must be strengthened against 
a mounting concentration of economic power in the United States. 

The statement highlighted the| ———~—

the President. The report said the — 
Nation’s free-enterprise system 
was basically sound, that true 
competition had dwindled, with 
control of markets each year 
“passing more largely into the 
hands of the large corporations.”’ 

“The process of expansion of 
large corporations by swallowing 
smaller firms continues, and the 
concentration of economic power 
becomes more intense,” it said. 

For that reason, the Council as- 
serted, the competition offered by 
small business “must not be lost 
but instead must be strengthened 
and expanded.” It did not sug- 
gest ways to do this. But it 
added that studies, both in and out 
of Congress, should be continued 
to find ways to break up indus- 
trial giants and prevent other 
firms from getting too big. 

It said business itself might do 
the job better than it could be 
done through legislation if busi- 
nessmen would exercise “restraint 
in price policy, courage in expand- 
ing facilites to meet the expanding 
needs of the people,” and would 
display “social responsibility in 
supporting programs of stabiliza- 
tion in the interest of maximum 
production and employment.” 

The report did not contain the 
Council’s  anti-inflation recom- 
mendations which will be sub- 
mitted soon.

Stands before the famous Votive 
Church. For many years it was 
called, naturally enough, “Votive 
Platz.” Then came the end of 
World War I and the name was 
changed to “Freiheits Platz” (Lib- 
erty Place). Then came the Nazis 
and it was changed to “Hermann 
Goering Platz.” ‘Then came the 
end of World War II and it was 
changed to “Roosevelt Platz.” 

Further along the famous Ring- 
strasse—the broad avenue that 
circles the original Inner City— 
is the tree-lined section running 
between the Parliament Building 
and the Burg Theater. For years 
it was known as “Franzénsring,” 
after Emperor Franz Josef I. 
When the Empire collapsed Nov. 
12, 1918, it became “The Ring of 
Nov. 12.” In a few years it was 
renamed “Dr. Ignatz Seipelring” 
in honor of Austria’s outstanding 
chancellor of the pre-Anschluss 
period. With the arrival of the 
Nazis, it became known as “Buerc- 
kelring” for the first Austrian 
Gauleiter, Joseph Buerckel. In 
1945, with Buerckel and the Natis 
out, it reverted to “Dr. Ignatz 
Seipelring.” 

The Viennese have little hope 
that it won’t be changed soon. 
Seipel was a prelate of the Cath- 
olic Church—and the Russian 
Kommandantura is on that par- 
ticular section of the Ringstrasse. 

Other postwar changes have 
found “Adolf Hitler Platz” again 
given its original name of “Ra 
thausplatz,” and “Schwarzenberg 
platz” renamed “Stalinplatz.” -
